DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 (c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only . Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant is advised to make claims 7 and 8 
dependent off of another claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the outside layer" in line 1 and 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. There is more lack of 
antecedent basis problems in claims 3-7, wherein the applicant recites the limitations 
"the outside layer," "the inside layer," "the outside polymeric layer," and "the inside 
polymeric layer." Appropriate correction is required. 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent 5,735,897 Buirge. 

In reference to claim 1 , Buirge discloses the same invention being a tubular stent 
with a polymeric composite membrane shown in figures 1-3 of Buirge 
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In reference to claim 2, Buirge discloses the same invention wherein the 
polymeric composite membrane is durable. 

In reference to claim 3, Buirge discloses the same invention further comprising 
two layers, an inside and outside layers shown in figures 1-3 of Buirge. 

In reference to claims 4 and 6, Buirge discloses the same invention wherein the 
inside and outside layers of the polymeric composite membrane comprise silicon, 
poly(ethylene) glycol, polyurethane or polyurea or their derivatives described in column 
3 on lines 26-44 of Buirge. 

In reference to claim 5, Buirge discloses the same invention wherein the inside 
polymeric layer of the polymeric composite is bonded to the outside polymeric layer and 
at the some time is cross-linking with itself shown in figures 1-3 of Buirge. 

In reference to claim 7, Buirge discloses the same invention wherein the layer of 
polymer is biocompatible, and it is inherent that it requires limited smooth muscle cells' 
proliferation and that it can be used as a platform of control drug release device. 

In reference to claim 8, Buirge discloses the same invention wherein it is capable 
of being both a large stent applicable in large vessels, small stent applicable in small 
vessels, can be crimped on a 1 .5 mm angioplasty balloon catheter, and to produce 
customer length tubular stent.
